TRUMAN ACCEPTS MILLIGAN 
AT ROOSEVELT’S REQUEST 


Political Situation 


Senator Says President Told Him 


in Missouri Made 


Renomination. Inevitable.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—In a 
forthal statement issued on his re- 
turn to Washington today, Senator 
Truman of Missouri announced that 
he would not oppose the Senate’s 
confirmation of Maurice M. Mini- 
gan, nominated by President Roose- 
velt for reappointment as United 
States District Attorney in Kansas 
City. 
Truman gave as a reason for his 
sudden shift that he was acting in 
response to a personal telephone 
call from President Roosevelt. He 
will content himself merely with 
expressing his personal opposition 
to Milligan briefly before the sub- 
committee that will consider the 
nomination and then again briefly 
on the floor of the Senate, he said. 
“The President has told me he 
wants Mr. Milligan to be District 
Attorney in Kansas City,” Truman 
said in his statement. “Since the 
President wants him, I shall not 
oppose his confirmation, although 
politically and personally I am op- 
posed to Mr. Milligan because I do 
not think, and never have thought, 


that he was fit for the place. 


“I do not care to be put in the 


position of supporting fraudulent 
elections. I believe if the ballot is 
debauched, free government can no 


longer exist, and people who steal 


elections should be punished to the 
fullest extent. 

“When Mr. Milligan comes up on 
the Senate floor for confirmation I 
shall fully state my position.” 

Truman said that the President 
telephoned to him in Chicago yes- 
terday and told him that the politi- 
cal situation in Missouri made the 
appointment of Milligan inevitable. 
The Senator said he replied that in 
that event he would not oppose con- 
firmation. 


It was yesterday that the Presi- 
dent sent Milligan’s name to the 
Senate and presumably the White 
House reached ‘Truman in Chicago 
just before the nomination went up. 
Originally Truman entered into a 
political deal with Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley whereby Milligan would 
be allowed to continue to serve for 
a time, but without formal reap- 
pointment, 

As recently as Tuesday in an in- 
terview with the Post-Dispatch in 
St. Louis, Truman had said that he 
would fight Milligan’s confirmation.

PRICES OF LEADING STOCKS 
BREAK $1 TO $7 A SHARE

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Prices on 
the Stock Exchange broke today, 
with losses of $1 to $7 for leading 
issues. Heaviest loser during the 
selling was American Telephone & 
Telegraph. It was down $825 a 
share it its low but rallied some- 
what, closing at $130.62%, off 
$7.12%. 

Virtually the entire stock list ral- 
lied before the close fractions to $1 
or more from the lows of the day. 
United States Steel closed at 
$50.12%, off $250 a share. Allied 
Chemical & Dye was down $6 at 
$157, du Pont closed $4.25 lower at 
$107.50 and Eastman Kodak lost 
$6.75 at $150. 

In the midst of the decline, a 
membership on the Stock Exchange 
sold at $59,000, the lowest price 
since 1918 and off $6000 from the 
last previous sale. This compares 
with a record price of $625,000 in 
1929.

The four defendants, arrested un- 
der the official secrets act, were 
remanded until Feb. 7 after “Miss 
x” had corroborated the prosecu- 


tion’s story of an alleged plot in- 
volving a mysterious pair from 
Moscow.

in the same building as. “The 
Friends.“ She testified she undertook 
“a special mission abroad” for him 
and in February, 1937, rented a Lon- 
don flat under his direction, where 
she learned photographic copying. 

There, “Miss X” said, the pair 
named Stevens, who spoke French 
and who, according to Glading, had 
lived in Moscow, directed the mak- 
ing of hundreds of exposures of al- 
legedly stolen plans. The Stevenses, 
she testified, later disappeared. 

During this whole time Miss X“ 
kept contact with the war office, 
and phoned it the night before 
Glading was arrested. 

Bail Denied Defendants. 

Prosecutor G. B. McClure _ suc- 
cessfully opposed all bail for the 
defendants. He said there was evi- 
dence of “contact with a foreign 
Power,” and later that “ a certain 
country would welcome them with 
open arms.” 

Glading was employed at Wool- 
wich until 1928. Other defendants 
are Albert Williams, until recently 
armament examiner at Woolwich; 
George Whomack, assistant fore- 
man of the gun section at the ar- 
senal, and C. W. Munday, assistant 
chemist, 

McClure declared Glading “pre- 
pared to act as traitor to his coun- 
try” and persuade the others to ob- 
tain for him the plans for copying. 

“Miss X.“ McClure said, acted as 
Glading’s agent in renting an 
apartment where photographic 
copying was carried out with her 
ostensible help. 

Some of the plans were for a new 
14-inch naval gun, McClure assert- 
ed, “but it appears that the army, 
the navy, the air force and muni- 
tions all were subpects of inter- 
ested inquiry by this man Glading.“ 

Other Confidential Data. 

Other plans mentioned involved 
a confidential book on explosives, 
a new type of bomb, and an anti- 
tank pistol. Other visitors to the 
flat, which was under War Office 
surveillance for months, were stat- 
ed to have been an Austrian, who 
served aS a Russian cavalry Cap- 
tain, and the foreign pair named 
Stevens. Apparently they were not 
in custody. 

Glading and Williams were ar- 
rested at Charing Cross Jan. 21; 
Whomack and Munday were taken 
into custody later. 

The prosecutor said negatives of 
an anti-submarine bomb fuse were 
found in Glading’s house. Just be- 
fore his arrest Glading was said to 
have told a friend he was due to 
hand over “the stuff to a new 
man.” :

Mayor Dickmann, explaining that

William M. Brandt, secretary of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
and other A. F. of L. officers and 
read by Gibbons, said that labor or- 
ganizations had paid unemployment 
benefits of more than $1,000,000 to 
members since 1929.

| newspapers. The employes of the 


daily newspapers have been ‘hit 
pretty hard. It is true t adver- 
tising has fallen off, but we feel 
that the size of the reduction in 
mechanical forces has been too 
great. We sincerely hope that em- 
ployers in this class will not over- 
look this appeal; that our appeal 
will be heard, and that some of our 
newspaper and commercial printers 
will be called back at once, and that 
employers in other industries will 
do likewise.

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Shot Beside Rod North 


Have Been Robbed. 


Cornell Lengfelder, Belleville taxi- 
cab driver, was found shot to death 
at 7:30 o’clock this morning in a 
ditch beside a road, a half mile east 
of Illinois State Highway 159 and 
four miles north of Belleville. 


The killer drove away in the cab, 
which was found several hours later 
in the 200 block of North Sixth 
street, East St. Louls. 

Lengfelder’s body had a bullet 
through the right eye. Deep lacera- 
tions on head and cheeks indicated 
he had been severely beaten. The 
body was face down, arms folded. 

Nearby was his empty pocket- 
book. The lining of his pockets had 
been turned out, apparently to emp- 
ty them. With this evidence, police 
turned to robbery as the motive. 

Lengfelder left the office of the 
Black & White Cab Co., in the pub- 
lic square at Belleville, at 7:15 
o’clock last night to answer.a call 
to pick up a passenger in a restau- 
rant at 601 Market street, St. Louis. 
Police traced the call and learned 
it was made from the Famous-Barr 
garage at 7:01 o’clock. . Lengfelder 
also was instructed to stop for a 
passenger at Thirteenth and West 
Main streets, Belleville, on the way 
to St. Louis. 

So. far as investigators have 
learned, he was not seen again un- 
til his body was discovered this 
morning by Albert Ogle, a farmer 
employed on a WP A project. 

Miss Marie Sehmel, switchboard 
operator for the cab company, said 
the St. Louis caller asked that 
“Hank Hopfinger, another driver, 
be sent. However, Hopfinger had 
gone off duty at 3:30 p. m., so Miss 
Sehmel dispatched Lengfelder, who 
had taken over Hopfinger’s.cab at 
that hour. Hopfinger customarily 
went off duty at 3:30 and 6 p. m., 
on alternate days, with Lengfelder 
relieving him daily. 

The cab, with all doors locked, 
was found by Deputy Sheriff Wal- 
ter Dewein of Belleville, who no- 
ticed it at the curb. 

The front seat of ‘the machine 
was covered with stains and there 
were finger prints on the steering 
wheel, The back seat cushion was 
on the floor, The car was undam- 
aged. Residents of the neighbor- 
hood said they saw the machine 
there at 3 a. m., and police received

Tue bodies of three more of the 


11-P-4's crew and the seven men 
‘in its sister bomber, the 11-P-3, 
were hunted by the United States 
fleet. Navy sources here said there 
Was no hope the men had sur- 
vived. 

The bombers, scouting for a theo- 
retical enemy off the Southern Cal- 
ifornia coast, collided during a sud- 
den rain squall, within view of ma- 
neuvering surface ships. The 
11-P-3 fell in flames. 

Searchlights illuminated the 
scene and warship launches put out 
to rescue the men, while the entire 
war games of the fleet came to a 
halt. 

Fleet 70 Miles at Sea. 

The accident overtook the bomb- 
ers, attached to Squadron VP-11 of 
the North Island naval air base at 
San Diego, just 26 days after a 
sister plane, of the VP-7 squadron, 
vanished off the California coast. 

The full strength of the fleet was 
deployed for swift tactical tests 70 
miles at sea, directly south of San 
Clemente Island when the collision 
occurred, 

As the rescue attempt began, Ad- 
miral Claude C. Bloch lifted a war 
game radio silence to relay news 
of the crash to the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington and to the 


ress. 
Cause of the crash, beyond bad 
weather, was not announced imme- 
diately, but naval officers ashore 
said the bombers, flying near each 
other, might have been crushed to- 
gether by a sudden downdraft. 
They were cruising at a rate of 
about 140 miles an hour, close above 
four battleships and 20 destroyers. 

Yesterday morning, they took off 
from San Diego to join the fleet, 
which sailed out of Los Angeles 
Harbor Tuesday after a record con- 
centration of ships there. Each was 
a twin-motored seaplane type.

MADRID, Feb. 3—Insurgent ar- 
tillery pounded Madrid for more 
than an hour today with heavy 
shells which observers said might 
have been nine-inch projectiles. 

Heavy casualties were likely be- 
- cause the bombardment came at the 
end of the warmest day in two 
months, while many persons were 
sunning themselves in men 
places. 

The Associated Press office, fac-| 
ing insurgent guns on Garabitis 
Hill from a distance of about two 
miles, was seriously damaged but 
no member of the staff was in- 
jured. 

Four persons were killed by a 
shell on the next street. The in- 
surgent fire was spread through 
several sections of the city. 

Madrid was shelied intermittent- 
ly for six hours by insurgents 
last night, but no casualties were 
reported. Government artillery an- 
swered the fire. :

Holding Company Officer Tells 
of Liquidation of Freight 
Forwarding Concern.

Body of Man, Burned in Auto but 
Buried 


Embalmed,

EDINA, Mo., Feb. 3.—The burned 
body of a man which officers spent 
more than 14 weeks trying to iden- 
. tify was buried in Potter’s Field to- 

day, with the manner of his death 
still a mystery. 

The body was found Oct. 20 in a 
burned automobile. The fact it 
previously had been embalmed baf- 
fled officers. Coroner Keith Hud- 
son estimated more than 3000 per- 
sons viewed the charred body, but 
none could give a clew to the man’s 
identity. 

The burial was conducted by Cor- 
oner Hudson, and witnessed by a 
few curious onlookers.

GONGRESSMAN DECLARES U. S. 
FACES DISASTER OVER DEBT 


“How Long Can Countrry Stand Up 
Under Burden?” Engel 
Asks in House.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Repre- 
sentative Engel (Rep.), Michigan, 
told the House today the country 
faced “disaster” because the total 
public and private long-term in- 
debtedness was $133,414,805,693. 
The debt, he said, is 99.4 per cent 
of the assessed valuation of every 
piece of real and personal property, 

At an average rate of 4 per cent, 
Engel estimated, the annual inter- 
est on the public and unte debt 
is 35,000,000, 000. 

How long do you think that this 
country can stand up under a bur- 
den such as this?” he asked. “How 
long do you think we can pay in- 
terest on this tremendous public 
and private debt and avoid national 
disaster?” 

Drastic steps to “cut and econo- 
mize” are necessary ,he contended.

Trade Commission Accuses 
Nine Chemical Firms, In- 
cluding Monsanto Co.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3-—The 
Federal Trade Commission accused 
nine liquid chlorine manufacturers 
today of “engaging in a combina- 
tion and conspiracy which has re- 
sulted in their fixing and maintain- 
ing uniform enhanced prices for 
their product.” 

The companies named, aid by 
the commission to make “substan- 
tially all” of the liquid chlorine 
produced in the United States for 
commercial and industrial pur- 
poses, are: 

Mathieson Alkali Works, Inc., New 
York; the Electro Dleaching Gas 
Co., New York; Solvay Sales Cor- 
poration, New York; Pennsylvania 
Sal Manufacturing Co., Philadel- 

hia; the Hooker Blectrochemical 

o., New York; the Columbia Al- 
kali Corporation, New York; the 
Diamond Alkali Co., Pittsburgh; 
the Belle Alkali Co., Belle, W. Va., 
and the Monsanto Chemical Co., St. 
Louis. | 

The complaint says the com: 
panies divided the United States 
into zones for price-fixing and that 
since 1930 purchasers of liquid 
chlorine had no regular source of 
supply except the companies 
named. Purchasers included Fed- 
eral, state and municipal govern- 
ments, the complaint says, the 
product being used among other 
purposes to purify drinking water 
and disinfect sewage.

by’s 1933 tax return. By a stipu- 
lation, approved by Judge C. Rog- 
ers Arundell of the Board of Tax 
Appeals, the deficiency was re- 
duced to $11,989, which sum Bix- 
by agreed to pay. 

In his petition to the board, pro- 
testing against the deficiency as- 
sessment first fixed by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, 
Bixby said that in 1922 he had 
opened a trading account with G. H. 
Walker & Co., St. Louis brokers, in 
the name of his wife, and had 
loaned her sufficient funds to buy 
stocks on margin. According to the 
petition; he also guaranteed the ac- 
count, should Mrs. Bixby fail or re- 
fuse to pay it. Bixby is a member 
of the Walker firm. 

In 1933, the petition continued, 
Walker & Co. called on Bixby to 
pay $272,129, which Mrs. Bixby 
could not pay because she was 
without funds. He paid the amount 
and in his 1933 income-tax return, 
he deducted it as a bad debt. This 
deduction was disallowed by the 
Internal Revenue Commissioner, 
and Bixby took his case to the 
Board of Tax Ap 

The stipulation signed by the 
Bixbys and the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue did not disclose the basis 
for reducing the assessment from 
$15,952 to $11,989. The 90-day let- 
ter sent by the bureau to Bixby in 
the original assessment disclosed 
that the 1933 return had included 
$138,934 in capital net gains and 
$11,952 in dividends. 

This letter also revealed that from 
1922 to 1933, Mrs. Bixby had made 
cash withdrawals from the Walker 
account amounting to $252,084, and 
that most of the withdrawals were 
for personal, living and family ex- 
3 5 the account was 
closed out with Mrs. Bixby owin 
$282,204, the security collateral ad 
hind the debt had a market value 
of only $10,075. This value was de- 
ducted from the debt. 

To raise money to pay the debt, 
the letter further said, Bixby sold 
stock in Walker West & Co. for 
$234,080. The original cost of this 
stock to him in 1915, the letter dis- 
closed was $95,000, so that he had 
a profit of $139,000.

Airport Executive. Shows

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 3. — The 
defense in the Paul Wright murder 
trial struck back today at the 
State’s attempt to show that Wright 
could not have surprised his wife 
and friend, John Kimmel, embrac-

At the instance of his attorney, 
Wright propped his feet on the rail 
before the witness chair to show 
the jury he was wearing rubber- 
heeled shoes—the same shoes, the 
defense said, that he wore the night 
of Nov. 9 when he killed his wife 


and Kimmel. 5 
Wright also walked before the 


g | jurors to show he made virtually 


no noise when he came into the liv- 
ing room where Mrs. Wright and 
Kimmel were together. 

On cross-examination yesterday, 
S. Ernest Roll, prosecutor, tried 
to bring out that Wright could not 
have entered the living room quiet- 
ly enough to surprise the pair. 

Continuing his re-direct examina- 
tion, Defense Attorney Jerry Gies- 
ler asked Wright why he went to 
bed the night of the tragedy with 
his clothes on. 

Wright has testified he lay down 
on his bed for a short nap while 
his wife and Kimmel remained in 
the living room. 

The defendant, former airport 
manager, testified: 

“Well, it wasn’t unusual for me 
to do that when guests were there 
late. When I got sleepy I would 
lie down for awhile. When e 
would get up and undress for the 
night.“ 

Asked About Household Bills. 


Giesler’s questioning also touched 
upon Wright’s troubles over house- 
hold bills. 

To Giesler’s query as to why he 
had changed the beneficiary of an 
insurance policy from Mrs. Wright 
to their young daughter, Helen, 
Wright replied that he had done so 
on the advice of his banker after 
they had discussed “Evelyn’s ap- 
parent inability to appreciate the 
value of money.” 

A psychiatrist, Dr. Samuel Mar- 
cus, was called as a “surprise wit- 
ness shortly after Wright left the 
witness stand, weeping and cover- 
ing his face with his hands. 

Dr. Marcus, in response to ques- 
tions by Giesler, said that in his 
opinion, mental shock could cause 
unconsciousness. 

“May a person who has become 
unconscious from shock perform 
physical acts?” asked Giesler. 

Dr. Marcus answered, “Yes,” and 
replying to other hypothetical: ques- 
toins, said a person might not re- 
member those acts later. 

Testimony Late Yesterday. 

Just before yesterday’s session 
ended, Roll asked Wright if he had 
not escorted a Mrs. Barbara Allen 
to dinner at various times. Wright 
said he knew no one by that name. 
Roll asked if he had been out with 
women other than Mrs. Wright 
during the pair’s two months’ sep- 
aration in 1936. “Perhaps with 
some of our friends,” Wright said. 

Earlier, discussing the actual 
shooting scene, Roll asked Wright 
if the noise of the first shot he 
fired didn’t bring him to his senses. 
Wright said he didn’t know; that 
he had no knowledge of firing the 
first shot.

PREMIER OF RUMANIA 
ON ANTEIEWISH POLICY 


Goga Says It Is Defense Meas- 
ure and Will Be Permanent 
Course ‘by, Government. 


By the Associated Press, ‘ 
BUCHAREST, Feb. 3.—Octavian: 
Goga, 57-year-old poet and Premier 


ment to the Associated Press yes- 
terday that anti-Semitism and Na- 
tionalism were enduring features of 
Rumanian’ policy. He said anti- 
Semitism would continue even if 
he were removed from the Premier- 
ship. 

Goga was so eager that the Unit- 
ed States should understand the 
aims of his Government that he in- 
sisted on making a written state- 
ment. 

With a flourish of his fountain 
pen he wrote: : 

“Jews say of themselves they are 
the salt of the earth. That may be 
true. But when the whole contents 
of a salt shaker fall into the soup, 
the housewife is tempted to throw 
away the stew.” 

The Premier, who has a fond- 
ness for figures of speech, observed 
that too many Jews was exactly 
like too much salt. 

“We are not the founders of the 
anti-Semitic movement in Ru- 
mania,” Goga wrote. “Exactly 50 
years ago Alexander Cuza, the [first 
president of our National Christian 
party, first called attention ‘to the 
Jewish problem here. (Cuza is 
Minister without portfolio in Goga’s 
Cabinet.) 

“Throughout the years of my lit- 
erary and political activity I have 
been guided by the postulates of 
our nationalistic ideas. They are 
the formula for defense against 
Magyarization of our country, as 
attempted by former Hungarian 
rulers, and now find their expres- 
sion in the slogan ‘Rumania for the 
Rumanians.’ a 

Measure of Defense.“ 
. “Anti-Semitism is simply a meas- 
ure of defense—which will van- 
ish when its causes are eliminated.” 

Goga emphasized that the State 
was taking measures to protect 
itself against immigrants, chiefly 
Jews, who came after the World 
War. 8 

“These immigrants have taken 
permanent residence here without 
the legal right to do so. We do not 
know, because of their irregular 
methods of entry, what their num- 
ber may be, but it is the common 
opinion that there are several hun- 
dred’ thousand. | 

“At present, we are not so much 
interested in expelling them as in 
establishing the legal fact that they 
have no right to Rumanian citizen- 


“What will happen later? We 
have opened the question and the 
solution probably will be found 
after a thorough examination by an 
international forum. 

“We know from history that this 
problem has been brought up be- 
fore and met with severe measures. 
We recall the brutality with which

He told the House Naval Com- 
mittee that, although this ratio was 
fixed by the now defunct London 
and Washington naval treaties, the

Questioned by Representative 
Maas (Rep.), Minnesota, Admiral 
Leahy asserted that in the event of 
hostilities in the Pacific, he would 
want all the fleet available in that 
ocean. 

To another question by Repre- 
sentative Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
he declared the navy never had 
considered any plans for “quaran- 
tining” aggressor nations. His 
question apparently referred to 
President Roosevelt’s foreign poli- 
cy speech at Chicago. 

Maas asserted the President had 
been “misquoted” at Chicago. He 
said he believed the President had 
not suggested that the United 
States join in a “quarantine” move- 
ment. 

“I think the record will speak for 
itself,” Brewster retorted. 

Maas asked whether a success- 
ful blockade of United States ports 
would permit a foreign Power to 
conquer this country without «a 
military invasion. 

“A blockade would put very seri- 
ous pressure on the people of the 
United States if the fleet were de- 
stroyed,” Admiral Leahy replied, 
“but I am unable to say whether 
they would submit. I hope that

It would go alike to dependents of the million or 
so men who saw actual service at the front and to 
the dependents of 3,000,000 men who never heard an 
enemy shot fired. It would go to the family of the 
training camp rookie who had ‘hardly learned how 
to respond to Squads right!” before he was mus- 
tered out. It would go not only to the needy but 
to widows and orphans richly provided for. 
Chairman Gasque’s bill, objectionable enough in 
itself, is the prelude of the long-heralded drive for 
general service pensions for all World War veterans. 
It is the camel’s nose under the tent. As Mr. Roose- 
velt said when he vetoed the soldiers’ bonus bill, later 
repassed over his veto: 

I do not need to be a prophet to assert that if 
these certificates, due in 1945, are paid in full to- 
day, every candidate for election to the Senate 
or the House of Representatives will in the near 
future be called upon in the name of patriotism 
to support general pension legislation for all 
veterans, regardless of need or age. 


However they may demur and deny now, veteran 
leaders know that, in the not distant future, general 
pensions will be the objective. If the Gasque Dill 
is successful, the way will be greased for the de- 
mand that all who wore the uniform, plus their de- 
pendents, are entitled to a monthly handout from 
the Treasury of a grateful Government. If this should 
happen, and veterans should receive a pension of $60 
a month, it is estimated that the eventual cost to 
the taxpayers will be 20 billion dollars. 

The War of 1812 is ancient history, but 126 years 
later we are still paying pensions as a result of it. 
The Mexican War seems almost equally remote, but 
descendants of Mexican War veterans are still get- 
ting monthly checks. Nearly three-quarters af a 
century has passed since Lee surrendered to Grant 
at Appomattox, but the Civil War is still costing 
millions of dollars a year in pensions. There were 
less than 10,000 casualties in the Spanish-American 
War, but practically every man who wore the uni- 
form in that short-lived conflict is either on the rolls 
or eligible for a monthly check. 

It was once a national jest how decrepit Civil War 
veterans were ardently wooed by young maidens 
whose successful suit was rewarded by lifelong sup- 
port from public funds. Will the joke be as funny if 
it becomes applicable to the immensely greater num- 
ber of men who participated in the World War? 

Chairman Gasque’s bill should be considered in the 
light of history and in the light of its relation to 
the threat of general pensions. It should be con- 
sidered, too, in the light of the generosity the Gov- 
ernment has already displayed to World War vet- 
erans in cheap insurance, vocational rehabilitation, 
preferential civil service rating, payments for disa- 
bilities remote from service connection, free hospital 
and medical service and the soldiers’ bonus. No other 
government in the world has been oné-half, one-tenth, 
s0.open-handed, and this includes the nations whose 
soldiers fought for four years in the trenches. 

Finally, what is to be thought. of the veterans’ de- 
mand that the expenses of the Federal Government 
be increased to the tune of $68,000,000 annually, at a 
time when the national budget is grotesquely out of 
balance, when the national debt is swollen by years 
of heavy deficits, when taxation has risen to the 
point of crippling industry, when the Government 
is overwhelmed with all sorts of problems relating to 
the people as a whole? 

It is an eloquent commentary on the brazen men- 
tality of the pension lobby that it should choose such 
a time as this to put pressure on Congress for the 
benefit of a special class. 
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NO GRAVY FOR SENATOR CLAYTON. 

A rare bird has been found: a Missouri legislator 
who says, “No gravy, thank you,” when the host 
passes around the succulent and steaming bowl. He 
is Senator George D. Clayton, Democrat, of Hannibal, 
who has declined an appointment by Gov.

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COLLAPSE OF THE FIGHT ON MILLIGAN. 

The good news comes from Washington that Mr. 
Roosevelt, overriding the protests made by Senator 
Truman on behalf of the Pendergast machine, has 
sent to the Senate the nomination of Kansas City’s 
vote fraud prosecutor, Maurice M. Milligan, for an- 
other four-year term as District Attorney. The Presi- 
dent's action is the final step in repudiating the 
Truman-Farley deal whereby Mr. Milligan was to be 
allowed to stay in office on a day-to-day basis, subject 
to removal whenever a successor might be chosen. 
Manifestly, the result of such an unfair arrange- 
ment, in lieu of the straight-out reappointment to 
which Mr. Milligan was clearly entitled, would have 
been to give comfort to the underworld he is at- 
tacking. 

Senator Truman now announces that he will yield 
to the President's desire to have Mr. Milligan as 
District Attorney and will not oppose the nomina- 
tion, That is a wise decision.

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VALUE OF PREVENTIVE MEDICINE. 

In his first year as chief executive of Illinois, 
Gov. Horner signed a bill making it mandatory for 
physicians attending the birth of babies to treat the 
eyes of the new-born with silver nitrate as a protec- 
tion against ophthalmia neonetorum, the disease 
which causes blindness to babies. Before the law 
went into effect, from eight to 10 babies were known 
to have been blinded at birth each year in Illinois. In 
the five years since the law has been in effect, the 
records show only two babies blinded in this manner. 

This item, out of the 10-year report of the Illinois 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness, is a striking 
demonstration of the value of preventive medicine. 
For what it means is that there are now at least 40 
to 50 babies in Illinois with vision who would be 
sightless were it not for the protection which the 
State afforded them. 
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SMALL BUSINESS GOES TO WASHINGTON. 

Whatever it was the administration hoped to learn 
from its conference of “small business men, the 
first session brought plenty of enlightenment as to 
the characteristics and wants of this group. Small 
business, it became plain at once, is bursting with 
ideas and plans. It is vigorous and plain-spoken. It 
is highly individualistic, and emphatically opposed 
to regimentation. 

The chairman of the meeting, Secretary Roper, 
soon discovered that his audience would not even 
submit to the degree of regimentation prescribed by 
the parliamentary amenities. Speakers were heed- 
less of his gavel as they shouted, several at a time, 
to make themselves heard. Resolutions, attempted 
flights of eloquence, shouts of approval and disap- 
proval filled the auditorium. The Associated Press 
correspondent gave up attempts at detailed descrip- 
tion, and fell back on “pandemonium” as the best way 
to convey an idea of the proceedings. Peace among 
the 700 delegates was patched up when they were di- 
vided into 10 groups for separate discussions on vari- 
ous subjects. 

Faulty organization of the conference was prob- 
ably responsible for the bedlam, but the episode has 
its heartening aspect, nevertheless. There have been 
too many pompous and acquiescent delegations going 
down to Washington, and visiting opponents of ad- 
ministration policies too often have contented them- 
selves with reading long and depressing briefs. Small 
business (defined by Jesse Jones as including every- 
thing except General Motors, Big Steel, Little Steel 
and so forth) refused to be anybody’s rubber stamp, 
and, proved that it still has the initiative that built 
America. 
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A LONG WAY TO GO. 
Missouri old-age pension checks in January were 


ber. This month, the pension rolls carry 74,073 
names, 2088 fewer than in January. These two re- 
ductions are the result of a re-investigation of pen- 
sioners by the State Social Security Commission, fol- 
lowing an order by Gov. Stark to purge the lists of 
“cheaters and chiselers,” as he termed them. 

However encouraging it is to note that the rolls 
are decreasing rather than increasing, the fact re- 
mains that the commission has a very long way to go 
before the racketeering aspects of the pension sys- 
tem are eliminated. Administrator Haworth thinks 
that, in the end, 10 per cent of the names will be 
stricken, leaving about 68,000 on the rolls. 

To get a perspective on this number, it is only nec- 
essary to recall that, when the campaign for the old- 
age pension amendment was on, its spokesmen told 
the people that only about 10,000 persons would be 
eligible. The cost was estimated at around $4,000,000 
biennially, instead of $35,000,000, the approximate 
sum available in current appropriations. 

Unless the Social Security Commission conducts a 
real purge, reducing the rolls to eliminate all ex- 
cept those who are clearly entitled to help under 
the constitutional amendment and the statute; there 
is grave danger that the voters will refuse to approve 
a further amendment reducing the pension age to 66. 
In that case, Missouri would cease to receive funds 
from the Federal Government, which now matches 
the State’s pension payments dollar for dollar.

A Look Into China’ 8 Future 


Despite series of defeats, Chinese spirit of ‘resistance survives, writer says, and all signs 
indicate bitter fight to the end; Japan’s bombers are stimulating nationalism and 
permanent unification, he thinks; predicts invaders will be unable to hold conquests, 
and China will continue interrupted work of reconstruction when peace comes. 


EVEN months have passed since the out- 
8 break of the war to give us a glimpse of 
China's new national entity. She has 
been defeated on the battlefield; she has 
lost large bits of territory; and she has even 
lost her former capital. But so far, nothing 
has happened to Chinese leadership and the 
internal solidarity of Chinese resistance. 
On the other hand, all signs—the reor- 
ganization of the Chinese Government, the 
removal of the capital, the rejection of suc- 
cessive Japanese peace offers, the adop- 
tion of the “scorched earth” policy and 
guerrilla tactics, the intensive training of a 
million recruits, and the building of a 3000- 
mile trans-Turkestan highway—point to an 
intensified determination to fight to the end. 
These things could not have happened five 
years ago, and they afford a glimpse of that 
strange force that is transforming China. 
What has happened inside China is not 
the work of any single man, not even 
Chiang Kai-shek, the most important per- 
sonal factor in China’s developing strength. 
The force making for an awakened, nation- 
ally conscious China is the force of invisible 
ideas and the circumstances of international 
contact. Nothing can stop the force of 
ideas, of newspapers and pictures and maga- 
zines, of movies and radios, of increasing 
roads and means of communication, of in- 
creasing public enlightenment, 
* * * 


Men and women became more modern in 
outlook; a new generation of college pro- 
fessors replaced the old mandarinate; a new 
generation of Western-educated bankers and 
financiers replaced the old financiers of the 
Peking regime, who were gifted in raising 

money for the army, not through reform of 
the monetary system, but through searching 
out new loopholes in the revenue laws. 

Schemes for national defense and recon- 
struction were progressing at amazing 
speed. Railway lines were pushed rapidly; 
a network of motor roads grew up through- 
out the privinces. The Government's finan- 
cial position was immensely strengthened 
by currency reforms, centralization of silver 
reserve and amalgamation of Government 
banks. 

The nationalism that made such prog- 

_ ress possible is the same nationalism that is 
determined to resist Japan to the bitter end 
now. It is not something that can be 
crushed by an external.invasion. Whatever 
happens, the seed is already there, sure to 
sprout and come to the light, 

The Japanese army has been guilty of aid- 
ing and abetting the rise of the nationalistic 
spirit in China, which both logically and 
actually cannot be distinguished from “anti- 
Japanism,” or hatred of the invader of our 
home and hearth. During the series of un- 
interrupted encroachments upon Chinese ter- 
ritory and sovereignty in the six years fol- 
lowing the Manchurian conquest (Jehol, 
Chahar, East Hopei, Suiyan), awakened na- 
tional consciousness, synonymous with 
hatred of the Japanese invadérs, has had 
plenty of time to sink deep into the minds 
of Chinese of all classes, and it has been 
intensified by Nanking’s suppression of all 
forms of anti-Japanese expressions or activ-

is strengthening this very nationalism of 
China and solidifying Chinese units. It is 
Glear that Japan has plunged along a road 
from which there is no retreat. She must 
go on straight toward the goal of forcing a 
collapse of Chinese resistance, without hesi- 
tation and without regret, although she 
knows the method employed means raising 
more and more bitter hatred. If she at- 
tains her objective, and China abjectly gives 
up the battle, well and good; but if she falls 
short of this objective and there is no col- 
lapse of Chinese resistance, she must be 
prepared to accept the consequences. 

I believe Japan is taking very large 
chances. Anyway, the die is cast, and she 
knows that henceforth she can have Chinese 
“co-operation” on the Japan-Manchoukuo 
pattern or not at all. Bombs are bad mes- 
sengers of love and friendship. 

Everywhere a Japanese bomb drops, anti- 
Japanese hatred sinks into the souls of the 
Chinese as the metal splinters sink into Chi- 
nese bodies. If there was any doubt that 
Chinese of all classes had heard of Jap- 
anese invasions, the airplane trips of Jap- 
anese bombers have completely removed it. 
And when it comes to reaction to alien ag- 
gression, the Chinese feel exactly the same 
as all peoples of other lands. Therefore, I 
regard the Japanese bombers as the most 
reliable propaganda arm of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s army, for the Japanese are known 
to be-hard workers. 

The obvious conclusion regarding the ef- 
fect of all this on the continuance of the 
war is that Japan will be forced into a pro- 
longed and extremely weakening conflict. 
Japan's worry will not be how much Chi- 
nese territory she can conquer, but how 
much she can safely hold without great 
costs and exhausting effects upon her in the 
face of guerrilla resistance, 


* * 


Just as Manchoukuo requires a perma- 
nent station of Japanese troops, so will any 
puppet regime inside China require perma- 
nent occupation by soldiers—and will col- 
lapse the moment such forces are with- 
drawn, The bigger the territory of the pup- 
pet regime, the bigger will be the army of 
occupation required. The coming applica- 
tion of guerrilla tactics, plus the adoption 
of the “scorched-earth” policy, which is in 
itself the surest indication of Chinese deter- 
mination to fight to the finish, will force a 
stalemate, which I believe is the only certain 
outcome, .

Pep Candy Cake. 

One-half cup butter. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Three eggs, separated. 

Three-eighths teaspoon salt. 

One and one-half teaspoons va- 
nilla. 

One-half cup finely crushed 
striped peppermint stick candy. 

One-half cup coarsely crushed 
striped peppermint stick candy. 

Three-fourths cup sour milk or 
buttermilk. 

Three-eighths teaspoon soda. 

Two and one-eight cups cake 
flour, sifted before measuring. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

Cream the butter, add the sugar 
and mix until light and fluffy. Add 
the egg yolks and vanilla and beat 
well. Add the sour milk or butter- 
milk into which the soda has been 
beaten, alternately with the flour, 
baking powder and salt, which has 


each addition. Fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Turn into two 
nine-inch layer cake pans, greased 
and floured. Sprinkle the top of 
the batter with the finely crushed 
peppermint stick candy. Bake in 
a moderate oven (875 degrees) for 
25 to 30 minutes. Frost with white 
icing and sprinkle the coarsely 
crushed candy over the top.

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Home Meat Canning Done 
With Pressure Cooker 


| | 
Generates Enough Heat to Kill All Harmful 
Bacteria in Short Time Needed to Keep 
Flavor and Appearance. 


— 


Can in the summer for the lean 
winter months, that's the usual or- 
der of things. But with home meat 
canning it's the other way around. 
For slaughtering time on the farm 
comes in with settled cold weather. 
It's then that home meat canning 
gets under full steam. 

“Steam under pressure” is the 
accurate description. Scientific re- 
search has proved that the only 
safe way to can meat is to use a 
With one 
of these it is possible to get a tem- 
perature of 240 to 250 degrees, the 


heat necessary to sterilize meat. 
Water baths, steam canners with- 
out pressure, or oven canners do 
not sterilize the meat with suffi- 
cient speed. In them the tempera- 
ture never gets above boiling, 212 
That is not high enough 
to kill dangerous bacteria, that may 
be in the meat, within a reasonable 
time, \ 

Those who do not have a steam 
pressure canner should either plan 
slaughtering so that they can eat 
the meat fresh, or preserve it in 
some other way than canning. But 
those who do have this piece of 
equipment may get a safe and ap- 
petizing product by following the 
general rules for meat canning. 

One of the first of these rules 
is ‘be sanitary.” Slaughtering 
should be carried out in a strictly 
sanitary way. Table tops and uten- 
sils must be cleaned thoroughly. 

Give wooden surfaces special 

treatment, Wash them with soapy 
water, then rinse with boiling wa- 
ter. If you use them several: days 
at a stretch give them a special 
disinfecting. 
Pans and kettles should be of 
enamelware, aluminum, retinned 
metal, or stainless metal. Copper 
and iron may discolor the meat. And 
meat left in a galvanized container 
for over half an hour is likely to 
take up a harmful amount of zinc. 
Meat may be canned just as soon 
as the body heat is compeltely gone 
from it. But one of the advantages 
of slaughtering in cold weather is 
that you may keep the carcass for 
two or three days before canning. 
Then the meat is easier to handle. 
Meat Should Be Chilled. 
If you do intend to keep the meat 
for several days, chill it immediately 
after slaughtering. Otherwise, de- 
composition will start within a few 
hours. Keep the whole carcass 
chilled until it is ready to can. 
But don’t let it freeze. 

Frozen meat may be canned, but 
it is not a high-quality product. If 
meat does freeze, saw it or cut it 
just as it is, into strips from one 
to one and one-half inches thick. 
Drop these into boiling water with- 
out letting them thaw first. Con- 
tinue to boil them until they are 
cooked sufficiently to process. 

There are two methods of can- 
ning meat. One you may use only 
if you have tin cans. By this meth- 
od you put the meat into the cans 
and “exhaust” them. This exhaust- 
ing is done by steaming the filled 
tin cans in a water bath before seal- 
ing. This removes most of the air 
from the tissues of the meat. 

The other method is quicker, 
takes less stove space. In this the 
meat is cooked first, then pro- 


or other meat, the best way to 
precook it is in boiling water un- 
til the color of raw meat is prac- 
tically gone. 

Frying meat or browning it in 
fat is not a suitable method of 
cooking before processing. That 
appetizing “brown” flavor in the 
fresh cooked meat does not carry 
over to the canned product. In- 
stead it makes the meat dry and 
detracts from the flavor. 

Meat for precooking may be in 
pieces of about a pound each. But 
when the meat is packed hot into 
the cans those pieces should be 
cut so that there are two or three 
to each can. These smaller pieces 
process better. 

Cover With Broth. 

After you pack the meat into the 
cans, cover with broth. See that 
every bit of the meat is coveerd 
with the broth, Any that stays high 
and dry will lose flavor and turn 
dark. Between the meat and the 


“head space” to allow for the meat 
to expand during processing. In 
pint glass jars one-half inch of 
“head space” is enough. In tin cans 
this may be slightly less. 

If you are using tin caris, put the 
salt in first, then the meat. Salt on 
top sometimes rusts the can lids. 
One-half teaspoon to a pint jar or 
three-fourths teaspoon to a number 
two can is the right amount. 

Smaller containers are best for 
canning meats. Anything larger than 
a pint glass jar or a number two 
and one-half tine can requires too 
heavy processing. 

Fresh beef, veal, lamb, or pork 
put up in this way needs process- 
ing at 15 pounds pressure. The 
time depends on the size of the can. 
For a pint glass jar or a number 
two can, 85 minutes is required. 


110 minutes are necessary. 

Cuts of beef commonly used for 
canning are round, rump, loin, rib, 
and chuck. In pork, only the leaner 
portions are canned—the loin and

Therefore, leave only enough fat 
for. flavor. 
Less Tender Cuts. 

To use small pieces of beef and 
outs that contain more connective 
tissue can it as hash or stew meat 
to be used later in combination 
with vegetables. Cut or chop the 
meat into uniformly small pieces for 
hash. Add sufficient water to cov- 
er, bring to simmering and cook 
for several minutes. Pack hot, and 
process five minutes longer than 
for ordinary canned meat. 

Clear meat stock may be canned} 
for use in soups. Broths should be 
fairly concentrated, but not cooked 
long enough to lose flavor. Meat 
stock in pint jars or number two 
tin cans need be processed only 25 
minutes. For number two and one- 
half cans the time is 30 minutes. 
Bones processed under pressure for 
a long time will give a gluey taste 
to the stock. 

Meat canned by itself in some of 
these ways is most economical of 
jar space. It may be taken out 
and used by itself or combined with 
vegetables, But for variation some 


meat may be put up in special) 


preparations. Beef is sometimes 
canned with tomatoes, onions, tur- 
nips and potatoes. 

Head cheese may be made from 
a hog’s head, tongue, and heart ac- 
cording to any good recipe. Corned 
beef pork and beans and chile con 
carne, are a number of other spe- 
cial products. 

Using the canned meat is a story 
in itself. But any cook of imagina- 
tion will have little trouble think- 
ing up interesting dishes. Meat cro- 
quettes, stuffed peppers, curry of 
meat, hot meat sandwiches, chop 
suey, and tamale pie are just a few 
of the appetizing ways home-canned 
meat may be served. .

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TEST OF ABILITY 


Quick Accurate Workmanship 
Needed if Finished Product 
Is to Be Good. 


Fine quick breads are a real test 


c of a cook’s skill. Their simplicity 


makes quick, accurate workman- 
ship necessary, for overmixing and 


. overstirring are responsible for 


many of their ills. 

In preparing baking powder bis- 
euits it is well to use butter for 
half the amount of shortening spe- 
cified. This is not essential but it 
does give that characteristic butter 
flavor. Since biscuits should be 
flaky, the shortening and liquid 
should be cold, and the mixing, roll- 
ing and cutting should be done 
deftly. 

Muffins are best when mixed 
quickly, Overstirring or long-drawn- 
out mixing usually results in peaks 
and tunnels in the finished product. 
When adding the liquid the batter 
should be stirred only enough to 
dampen all the flour and to mix 
the large lumps. The tiny lumps 
seem to take care of themselves. 
Some rich or sweet muffins are 
mixed like cake batters, by cream- 
‘ing shortening and adding sugar. 
These mixtures are not influenced 
by overbeating, but it is wise to 
avoid it.

Sandwiches and Cake or Plain 
Cinnamon Toast Suited to 
Any Occasion. 


From first to last, teas are pop- 
ular ways of entertaining. For 
those who like this gracious form 
of receiving friends the first con- 
sideration is, quite naturally, what 
kind of food is to be served. 

Some hostesses prefer one kind 
of sandwich and cake or cookie. 
This is a good idea where the group 
is to be a small one. Where the tea 
is an occasion with dozens of guests 
coming it is a good idea to have 
an assortment of sandwiches, cake, 

a sherbet or ice cream and coffee 
* well as tea. 

Sandwiches for tea should be 
dainty, either double or open- face 
variety. The filling should be a 
simple one and not too substantial 
since tea is considered in the light 
of a snack. The cake may be your 
favorite layer cake served in slices 
or it may be the same cake baked 
Jin muffin tins and iced. 

Where the tea is one of those 
“spur of the moment” affairs cin- 
namon toast or a puffy cracker 
may be turned out at a moment's 
notice. Cinnamon toast is nothing 
more than slices of toast buttered 
and sprinkled with a mixture of 
sugar and cinnamon, usually 
three parts sugar to one of cinna- 
mon, and placed in the oven or un- 
der the broiler flame until the mix- 
ture has melted. 

Hot Mayonnatse Puffs. 
One cup mayonnaise, 
One egg White, stiffly beaten. 
Crisp crackers. 
Fold mayonnaise into the egg 
white, taking care not to break 
down the white. Pile on crackers 
and toast under the broiler until 
delicately brown and puffed, about 
one minute. These are also very 
good as appetizers, 

Gold Cup Cakes. 

Two cups sifted flour. 
Two teaspoons baking powder. 
One-half cup butter or shorten- 
ing. 
One cup sugar.

Combine ingredients and let 
drain for a few minutes. Spread 
on thin buttered slices of bread.

One-half cup creamed butter. 
Three tablespoons strained honey.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—A Sen- 
ate-House Conference Committee 
agreed late yesterday on details of 
the ever- normal granary” bill, pro- 
viding a vast system for controlling 
production and marketing of cotton, 
wheat, corn, tobacco and rice in an 
effort to stabilize prices. 

Conferees said general provisions 
for corn, wheat, rice and tobacco 
were not altered during final ses- 
sions of the Conference Committee 
which has been busy since Jan. 3 
drafting a bill from the separate 
‘measures passed by House and 


Senate. 
Chairman Smith of the Senate 


Cisricutture Committee, said the 
committee had approved his sug- 
gestion that bonus payments on the 
1937 cotton crop be hastened. 
Under this arrangement growers 
can turn over to the Government 
5,000,000 bales of cotton, on which 
loans have already been made. 


Smith said the Government loan 
agencies would have to hold this 
cotton until prices rose enough to 
pay all casts of the loan. 

“This should take the terrible 


— surplus off the market,” 


th said, without costing the 
Government an additional dime.” 

Congress already has voted $130,- 
000,000 extra payments on the 1937 
cotton crop in addition to loans 
ranging down from 9 cents a pound. 
Legislators from corn and wheat 
sections may protest against the 
new provision, 

Crop Supply Levels. : 

The bill establishes definite sup- 
ply levels for the five crops and 
attempts to control production and 
marketing through a system of 
benefit payments, loans on stored 
supplies, and penalties for excess 
sales when supplies are large. 

The Secretary of Agriculture will 
estimate the production of corn, 
wheat or other crops needed in any 

£ season, convert this figure to acre- 
age, and then split the acreage up 
among states, counties and indi- 
vidual farms. 

Farmers who stay within these 
limits will receive benefit pay- 
ments and loans on stored crops. 
When supplies become excessive a 
vote of two-thirds of the producers 
taking part in a referendum can 
clamp controls on all farmers. 

Conferees said marketing con- 
trols or quotas would operate this 
year for corn, wheat, cotton and to- 
bacco, if approved by growers. 

The normal supply for corn is 

ixed at about 2,500,000,000 bushels, 
representing average annual do- 
mestic consumption, exports for the 
last 10 years and a reserve of 7 
per cent of these two figures. 

If indicated corn supplies climb 
to 2,750,000,000 bushels, corn grow- 
ers can apply limitations on sales. 
Then growers must store part of 
their crop. If they sell or feed this 
surplus corn they wil be penalized 
15 cents a bushel. 

The corn program, if finally ap- 
proved by Congress, will operate in 
parts of 12 Western states, known 
as the “corn limit” area under 
previous Federal programs. Manda- 
tory Government loans on corn are 
ordered whenever prices fall below 
certain levels.

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Dr. ae: H. Gault of North- 
western U. Describes Process 
Before North Side Optimists, 


Dr. Robert H. Gault of North- 
western University, director of the 
American Institute for the Deaf- 
Blind, described in an address be- 
fore the Northside Optimist Club 
today how a 6-year-old girl, born 
deaf and blind, has been taught to 
understand simple instructions, 
feed herself, play with other chil- 
dren and “listen” to the radio. 

The child was abandoned shortly 
after birth by her parents in the 
Cook County Hospital. She lived 
there until a year and a half ago, 
when her case was called to Dr, 
Gault’s attention. Gov. Horner, 
too, became interested in the child, 
and made available a small sum of 
money to place her in a foster 5 — 

in Evanston, near Dr. Gault's 
— 92 

Within a week she was placed in 
a swing and enjoyed the sensation 
very much, Dr. Gault related. One 
day as she sat in the swing she 
made an “o” sound. The young 
woman in charge of the child be- 
gan swinging her, then stopped un- 
til Joan repeated the sound, ‘after 
fussing around for a while. Soon 
Joan learned to “o” whenever 
‘she sat in the swing. | 

Tedious Process Described. 

From that sound she was taught 
to say “go.” Her instructor tapped 
her throat as she said “9,” produc- 
ing the word “go.” Quickly Joan 
learned to say “go” when seated in 
the swing, rocking chair or in an 
automobile. By the tedious process 
of manipulating her tongue, lips 
and vocal organs the child has been 
taught to speak 40 words, Dr. Gault 
related. 

She has learned to understand 
simple commands by feeling the vi- 
bration of words through the phono- 
tactor, a device developed under Dr. 
Gault’s direction consisting of a mi- 
crophone, an amplifier and an elec- 
tro-magnetic vibrating unit. The in- 
structor speaks into the microphone 
or it is attached to a phonograph. 
Joan places her fingers on the vi- 
brating unit and-feels the words or 
music. 

Joan is husky, strong, very active 
and squeals with delight when she 
finds either of her two. favorite 
teachers, graduate students at 
Northwestern, Dr. Gault related. 
Asked if her case could be com- 
pared to Helen Keller’s, he replied 
that Miss Keller enjoyed a tremen- 
dous advantage, in that she could 
gee and hear during the first year 
of her life, then lost those senses 
due to illness. Joan was born with- 
out eyeballe or auditory nerves. 
Dr. Gault said he wanted to keep 
the child under His direction until 
her speech is developed further, her 
method of fseding herself is per- 
fected and until she can read 
Braille. Then she will be able to 
enter a school for the blind.

RELIEF PROBLEM 
PUT UP TO STARK 


St. Louis Charities Write 
Him of Situation Created 
by Lack of Funds to Pay 
for Lodgings. 


TOTAL NEEDED IS 
$500,000 A YEAR 


‘Difficulty Cannot Be Set- 

tled by Resort to Expedi- 
ents at Price of ‘Despera- 
tion to Needy. 


Representatives of five St. Louis 
charitable agencies engaged in fam- 
ily service appealed today to Gov. 
Stark to “find a way out of the crit- 
ical situation” created by. the lack 


of relief funds for payment of rent. 
Those who petitioned the Gover- 
nor for action to relievé the rent 


situation were Samuel C. McCluney, 
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president of the St. Louis Provident 
Association; J..Lionberger Davis, 
chairman of the St. Louis Chap- 
ter, American Red Cross; Edward 
Greensfelder, president of the Jew- 
ish Social Service Bureau; Victor 
Lundgren, division commander of 
the Salvation Army, and John E. 
Riley, president of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. 

The situation outlined in the let- 
ter to the Governor is the same 
which caused the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange, a week ago, to no- 
tify its members that they could not 
expect payment of rent from relief 
funds, and that individual property 
owners would have to decide how 
long they could afford to house re- 
lief clientg without collecting rent. 
The last monthly payment of rent 
from relief funds, in September, 
was $43,000, indicating that local 
relief rentals amount to more than 
$500,000 a year. 

Letter to Governor, 


The representatives of. charitable 
agencies, in their letter to the Gov- 
ernor, told of the attempts of those 
agencies to meet the rent prob- 
lem, and of the exhaustion of funds 
which has made it impossible for 
them to give such aid further. They 
wrote: 

When the State Social Security 
Commission took over the adminis- 


tration of relief, a polity of non: 


payment of rent was put into effect; | 
It was never made clear whether 
this policy was due solely to lack 
of funds or to a belief that the 
payment of rent was not considered 
an essential relief item. In any 
event, the result has been the same. 
Many relief families were evicted 
or threatened with eviction. 

“The more desperate of these 
cases naturally came to the atten- 
tion of the private agencies for 
whom we speak, and for the first 
few weeks we took care of the rent 
of a large number of these fami- 
lies, particularly those in which 
there was serious illness or where 
the family, if left on the street, had 
no relatives or friends to take them 
in. The tragedy of these situations, 
as they have come to our attention, 
has convinced us that uncertainty 
of shelter is just as harrowing 
experience as lack of food or fuel. 
We have strained our resources to 
the limit in order to help out in 
what we felt was a temporary 
emergency situation. We cannot 
conceive that any relief program 
founded upon considerations of “de- 
cency and health” can indefinitely 
ignore its responsibility for this 
phase of family security for those 
in need. — 

Difficulties of the Problem. 


“The problem has now reached 
such proportions that we are not 
only unable because of our limited 
budgets to accept increased re- 
sponsibilities in this regard but 
what is more serious we are faced 
with the necessity of curtailment 
with the beginning of the new year. 
Since the first of January we have 
been unable to assume responsibili- 
ty for rent payments. 

“As you may be aware, the fund- 
raising effort for private charities 
fell far short of its goal. Which 
means that all private agencies will 
be forced to contract rather than 
extend the scope of their services. 
The funds which we are to receive 
will have to be carefully budgeted 
for those needs which the private 
agencies have accepted as their 
primary responsibility, namely, as- 
sistance to families requiring spe- 
cialized care and treatment. because 
of difficulties not always economic 
in origin, and who, because of such 
special service, can be helped to- 
ward self-support and self-main- 
tenance. This is a tremendously 


important field, which, if ignored, | 
means not only increased family 


breakdown and child neglect right 
now, but creates costly and menac- 
ing problems for the future.

The pumice stone merely 
wears down and breaks off the 
hair at the point where they 
emerge from the follicles. 

This method may be used as a 
temporary hair remover witn per- 
fect safety. However, I would not 
advise anyone to use the pumice 
stone to remove hair from the face. 
It might prove too harsh a treat- 
ment for the tender, sensitive skin 
of the face.
